Chris Brown leaves broken 
window at ABC studio 
after awkward interview

LOS ANGELES Chris Brown got a little more than he 
bargained for during a promotional stop Tuesday for 
his new album. 

During a sit-down on ABC’s “Good Morning 
America,” Robin Roberts pressed the singer about 
the legal troubles stemming from his 2009 alterca- 
tion on an L. A. street with then-girlfriend Rihanna. 
Brown was accused of savagely beating the pop star 
and eventually pleaded guilty to felony assault and 
was placed on five years’ probation. 

Roberts began the interview by noting that 
Brown’s restraining order against Rihanna had been 
relaxed and wondering whether the two still saw 
each other. 

“I mean, not really” he said. “It’s not really a big 
deal to me now as far as that situation. I think I’m 
past that in my life. I think today’s the album day so 
that’s what I’m focused on. Everybody go get that 
album.” 

The exchange went downhill from there, as Rob- 
erts made perfunctory mention of the album and 
then sidled back to the Rihanna incident as Brown 
grew visibly upset. 

‘As always, we asked questions that are relevant 
and newsworthy and that’s what we did in this in- 
terview with Mr. Brown,” ABC News said in a writ- 
ten statement. 

But that wasn’t all. After performing his new song 
“Thah 3x,” Brown stormed off the set and back to 
his dressing room, according to ABC. The show’s 
staff heard loud noises coming from the room and 
called security When Brown and his entourage de- 
parted a short time later, the staff discovered that 
a window in the dressing room had been smashed. 

An ABC spokeswoman said the network did not 
plan to press charges against Brown over the dam- 
age, which might have affected his probation if po- 
lice had gotten involved.

The last big U.S. airline holdout to the 
Wi-Fi revolution. United Continental 
Holdings Inc., unveiled plans to wire 200 
domestic aircraft for satellite-based broad- 
band service starting next year. 

United Continental said Tuesday it had 
signed a letter of intent with LiveTV, a 
subsidiary of JetBlue Airways, to provide 
in-flight Internet service on more than 200 
Continental Boeing 737 and 757 jets already 
equipped for DirecTV service. 

The Chicago-based parent company to 
United and Continental airlines also is ex- 
ploring adding international Wi-Fi service 
and mulling deals with other broadband 
providers to help wire its fleet of more than 
700 jets. United Continental CEO Jeff 
Smisek told investors and analysts Tuesday 

“We are also working on projects to 
roll out Wi-Fi across the remainder of our 
fleet,” Smisek told attendees of J.P. Mor- 
gan’s Aviation, Transportation and Defense 
Conference. “It may well be with a differ- 
ent set of providers than LiveTV.” 

The moves are certain to be welcomed 
by some longtime business customers of 
United and Continental airlines, which 
have been slow to act as rivals such as Delta, 
Southwest and American airlines retrofit- 
ted aircraft for wireless connections. 

United offers Aircell’s Gogo Inflight In- 
ternet service on only 14 aircraft equipped 
for its Premium Service cross-country 
flights between New York’s John F. Ken- 
nedy International Airport and L.A. and 
San Francisco. Continental doesn’t offer 
any broadband service. 

That places United Continental at a 
competitive disadvantage to other carriers, 
particularly in the battle to draw business 
travelers, said Henry Harteveldt, travel in- 
dustry analyst with Forrester Research Inc. 

“It’s an essential must-have now,” said 
Harteveldt, after stepping off a five-hour 
United flight without Internet access, 
Tuesday “United is competitively inferior 
to American, Delta, Virgin, Southwest and 
Alaska. If United wants to look at losing 
business, then not having Wi-Fi is a great 
way to lose business travelers.” 

SERVICE CALLS 

Since United and Continental merged in 
October, officials have been selecting on- 
board services to be rolled out fleetwide af- 
ter the two carriers meld into a single entity 
to be called United Airlines later this year. 
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Police: No sign 
of forced entry 
in fatal beating

Police say there was no sign of forced entry 
to an apartment where a woman was found 
beaten to death in Woodlawn. 

Barbara Ann Smith, 46, was found by rela- 
tives who forced their way into the second- 
floor apartment in the 1500 block of East 65th 
Street at about 8:30 p.m. Monday according 
to police. 

Authorities said the woman appeared to 
have been beaten to death with a blunt object, 
and there were no apparent signs that anyone 
had forced their way into the apartment prior 
to her death. 

An autopsy performed Tuesday morning 
showed that Smith died of multiple injuries in 
an assault and her death was ruled a homicide, 
according to the Cook County medical exam- 
iner’s office. 

Neighbor Tonia Denham said Smith 
cleaned the hallways of the apartment build- 
ing once a week and also worked at a suburban 
Jamba Juice. 

Denham said “she was a nice person” 
who lived in the building for about 10 years. 
Smith’s son also lived with her, she said. 

“I couldn’t sleep last night. ... I’m just 
scared,” said Denham, who has lived there for 
about three years. 

Friends of Smith set up a makeshift memo- 
rial with balloons, stuffed rabbits and a teddy 
bear in front of the apartment building.

“Since it closed, the difference is night 
and day” Baker said. 

While Illinois gives residents the power 
to ban liquor stores, taverns and nightclubs 
by putting the question to voters on a bal- 
lot, neighbors in East Garfield Park took a 
different tack. 

Not wanting to turn the entire commu- 
nity dry, the neighborhood turned to the 
Chicago Buildings Department in an effort 
to shut the store. 

As a result of their complaints, Ali Mu- 
hammad, who owns the store and building. 


faces 47 building code violations and the 
possibility that the city will demolish his 
building. He finally relinquished his liquor 
license after almost 30 years in business. 

“I did it because I can’t keep fighting,” 
said Muhammad, who decried the cam- 
paign against his store. “This is not fair.” 

Since last summer, the Buildings Depart- 
ment has ordered 15 liquor stores or bars to 
close because the buildings did not meet 
code. If a structure poses a danger. Com- 
missioner Richard Monocchio said, his 
department has the authority to shut the 
business. 


Would development plan ruin Lincoln Park?

Vi Daley (43rd) recently signed off 
on the deal after the developers agreed to 
position a loading dock in a way designed to 
keep trucks out of a nearby historic neigh- 
borhood. 

“The applicant has made a number of 
changes in this plan due to community in- 
put” by lowering the height of a building, 
reducing the number of residential units by 
10 to 152 and reconfiguring the loading area 
offWebster Street, Daley said. “Ward-wide, 


there is a majority of support.” 

But the plan remains controversial, with 
strong views from residents who said it ei- 
ther would revitalize the area or harm its 
character. 

The two candidates to replace Daley in 
the April 5 runoff election hold opposing 
views on the plan, which now goes to the 
full City Council. It’s likely to be voted on

Older and on his own, 
Patrick Stump 
becomes a *Soul Punk’

Things have been fairly quiet for Patrick Stump since Fall 
Out Boy went on hiatus in November 2009. But that’s all 
about to change. 

The singer, born and raised in suburban Glenview, 
recently released a six-song teaser EP of wildly varied 
arena-pop sketches dubbed “Truant Wave,” culled from 
material left over from recording sessions for his long- 
in-the-works solo debut. Initially scheduled for a Febru- 
ary release, that full-length record, “Soul Punk,” now is 


expected in June. 

In the interim. Stump— still one of the most under- 
rated vocalists in pop music— is hitting the road for a 
handful of shows, including a pair of intimate home- 
coming gigs at Schubas. Reached at home in L.A., the 
26 -year-old discussed the challenges of going solo, how 
his John Hughes-ian upbringing helped him survive Fall 
Out Boy’s success and whether fans can ever expect to 
see the band reunited.

How did you keep yourself grounded 
throughout that Fall Out Boy roller 
coaster? 

I was still pretty young when the band took 
off, but for the most part I had enough of the 
traditional John Hughes, suburban Chicago 
childhood that it outlasted a lot of the other 
influences. 

3 Did you have to pause and take some 
time off to figure out who you wanted 
to be as a solo artist? 

The weird thing is that I didn’t pause. I went 
right into it, then took a step back and said, 
“OK, what is this? Who is this?” The first 
pass at “Soul Punk” was really really scatter- 
brained. I mean, that’s kind of where the title 
comes from in the first place. It’s really easy 
for a lot of my friends to assume I’m going to 
put out an R&B record. And it’s really easy 
for pop culture to assume I’m going to put 
out a punk record. But I’m really neither. I’m 
my own me. 

4 Are you going for the one-man-loops- 
everything, Jon Brion at Largo-type 
approach at Schubas? 

There might be some intimate moments, but 
I’m not doing my troubadour, Jim-Croce- 
on-the-stool kind of show. I’m bringing a 
band— in part because I finally saw the Jon 
Brion show. I’ve known about him for a long 


time, but I never actually went and saw him. 
Afterward it was like, “^ah, he does this way 
better than me. I shouldn’t do this.” 

5 What’s the status of “Soul Punk”? 

I had intended to release it {in Febru- 
ary}. And it’s ready It’s been ready I 
finished the record and I was getting ready 
to go to mastering and then I wrote a song 
that totally changed the whole record for 
me. When you do that, it throws everything 
else off An artist has whims and then I guess 
the rest of the people figure out the logistics. 
{Laughs.} 

6 Has that been one of the challenges 
of going solo, not having someone to 
counter those whims? 

Yes, absolutely Learning to discern when you 
have a bad idea is a really strange thing. It’s 
kind of trial by fire. 

7 Do you see a Fall Out Boy reunion hap- 
pening anytime In the next 10 years? 

Of course. The four of us never had a 
conversation where we were like, “{Bleep} 
you, man! I quit!” That never happened. 
We’re all still friends, and as far as I know 
we’re still a band. I would be surprised if we 
didn’t do something. 

8 1 think part of It Is that phrase “Indefi- 
nite hiatus.” When you hear that, the 
first thought Is, “They’re done.” 

And it sucks, because what do you call it 
anymore? Somebody ruined it. Maybe the 
Police? Have we played together in the past 
two years? Yeah. Joe and I sat together and 
played guitar for a while. Andy and I played 
some stuff Pete and I played some stuff We 
haven’t all four gotten in the same room and 
played together, but the band never broke up. 
I think we needed to go back and recollect 
ourselves and for some reason it turned into 
“Why did you guys break up?” Or “Thank 
God they broke up!”

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Native Chicagoan Joe Meno has the 
write stuff— and he’s sharing his secrets 

By Julia Borcherts 

Ever attended a terrific play and left wishing you could write one too? 

We were bitten by the bug after hearing about “Star Witness,” the new drama by na- 
tive Chicagoan and acclaimed novelist Joe Meno for The House Theatre of Chicago, 
in which a small-town waitress who yearns for excitement faces troubling questions 
about tragedy and hope when she searches for a young girl who’s gone missing. The 
Hypocrites’ artistic director, Sean Graney directs. 

So we called Meno, 36 — a Nelson Algren Award-winning author of five novels (including “Hair- 
styles of the Damned” and “The Great Perhaps”), two story collections (including “Demons in 
the Spring”), and several plays — during rehearsals and asked him to take us through the steps he 
uses to write a successful tale— and to create a new play on the spot as an example. 


Step 1: Start with 
a character. 

“For me, the easiest way to build 
a character is figuring out some- 
thing they want-the more com- 
plex or difficult their want, the 
better. They have to go look for it 
and get into trouble.” 

In “Star Witness”: “This girl 
Shelley wants to find this secret 
world that’s different than her 
small town and some surprise or 
excitement.” 

On-the-spot example: “A music 
teacher who wants things to 
stop changing. He’s really fond 
of classical music and ballet 
and refinement, and he’s kind of 
bookish.” 


step 2: Develop an 
opposite character, 
‘so that you have 
conflict.’ 

In “Star Witness”: Shelley s 
grandma, who sits by the 
police scanner [and] thinks 
of herself as this detective. 
Shelley wants things to be 
kept secret.” 

On-the-spot example: “A 

substitute teacher who wants 
things to change. She’s in- 
terested in the future. She’s 
listening to headphones in 
the teachers’ lounge, and he 
mistakes her for a student 
because she’s young and in- 
formally dressed.” 


step 3: Create an 
event that ‘breaks the 
model or the 
equilibrium between 
the characters.’ 

In “Star Witness”: “A young girl 
goes missing.” 

On-the-spot example: “A stu- 
dent beats up another student. 
The music teacher doesn’t 
want to get involved because 
he’s already resigned himself 
that these kids can’t be saved 
if they don’t have any interest 
in his music class. But this girl’s 
young and gung-ho, and she 
thinks there’s a possibility of 
change for some of these kids.”

step 4: Raise the stakes. 

“Force confrontation or put these characters into some 
place where their conflict pushes them forward on [a] 
journey.” 

In “Star Witness”: “Shelley tries to find this missing girl, 
and she meets these [menacing] characters, which forc- 
es her to slowly begin to change.” 

On-the-spot example: “We could put these two teach- 
ers together on a field trip to a museum. A couple [of] 
kids sneak off, and these two teachers, who feel at odds 
with each other, have to go find them together.” 


step 5: Satisfaction or resolution. 

“The character has to find what they’re looking for. It might not be what they 
originally set out for, but, in some way, that want gets satisfied.” 

In “Star Witness”: “The question [in this] play is, ‘How do you go on believing in 
things like hope and beauty and wonder when life is full of tragedy?’ Shelley does 
find this sense of wonder, but she’s less of a dreamer.” 

On-the-spot example: “The teachers find the kids, reprimand them and then 
have this moment of understanding [that] you have to have an appreciation for 
the past, but what makes living interesting is that every day there’s a sense of 
change or possibility. In the Lifetime version of our play, on the bus ride back to 
school, she gives him her headphones to listen to some modern band.”

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Chicago native Dan Savage has 
made a career out of his tough-love 
advice and queer-conscious pun- 
ditry The U. of 1 . alum has edited 
newspapers, established a theater company, con- 
tributed to NPR, written books on gay marriage 
and parenting, and— of course— garnered a mas- 
sive following from his internationally syndicated 
sex advice column and podcast “Savage Love.” (It 
even has an iPhone app.) But it’s his latest project, 
the lihuTube-powered “It Gets Better” campaign, 
that he’s focusing on now Savage, 46, created the 
video portal to host videos from adults advising 
gay teens who are struggling with bullies. Hang 
in there, many of the posters say, because life gets 
better. Straight and gay celebrities, athletes, politi- 
cians, individuals and groups have contributed to 
the site, from President Obama to Justin Bieber. 

During the past six months, more than 10,000 videos 
have been submitted to Savage’s testimonial project, and 
many of them feature gay lesbian, bisexual and transgen- 
der adults sharing with gay teens their experiences involv- 
ing violent bullying and how they overcame it. 

Savage, together with his partner, Terry Miller, has re- 
leased a compilation of essays based on the video submis- 
sions called “It Gets Better: Coming Out, Overcoming 
Bullying, and Creating a Life Worth Living.” Both authors 
are scheduled to speak at 7 p.m. Wednesday at The Nettel- 
horst School auditorium in Boystown. Proceeds from the 
book are going to LGBT youth charities. The signing and 
discussion are organized by Unabridged Books and Equal- 
ity Illinois. RedEye spoke to Savage about his column, 
where he hangs out in Chicago and nightmare book tours.

DAN SAVAGE DOESN’T CARE 
IF YOU THINK HE’S MEAN-

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Where do advice columnists go for 
advice? 

I used to go to my mom— she passed 
away a few years ago— for advice, and I 
have voices in my head I sort of go to for 
advice. I can kind of hear Ann Landers’ 
voice in my head, and Xaviera Hollander 
and my mom. I talk to my older brother 
Billy, and friends. 

I’ve always called the column a conver- 
sation I’m having with friends all about 
sex. I often think going to your friends 
is the best place for advice, because they 
know you and they’ll make jokes while 
gmng you advice, which is helpful. And 
people will say “^u’re so mean, you’re so 
mean and you make ftm of people,” but 
when you go to your friends for advice, 
you tell them what you’ve done, the 
situation you’re in, the first thing they do 
before giving you advice is make fun of 
you and have a laugh at your expense and 
then they give you advice, and that’s what 
I do with my column. 

You have a tough love approach to your 
advice. Did the '1t Gets Better’* project 
about bullying and how language hurts 
affect the way you give advice now? 

No. [Laughs.] People who write me, read 
me. And so people that read me, know 
me. They know that the column is a 
rough and tumble place where you’re as 
likely to get your hand held as your hand 
slapped. So I’m not ambushing anybody 

What books do you read and what pod- 
casts do you listen to? 

I listen to “This American Life” (where 
he is a contributor), and I Listen to a lot 
of NPR because I’m just that kind of 
gay I listen to musicals and I read books 
about history about the second World 
War and the Stuarts and the Tudors. I’m 
very boring. [Laughs.]

My boyfriend and 
I always go to the 
Wener Circle for a 
char dog on Clark 
Street. If we’re in 
town on a Monday 
night we go to 

Sidetrack for musical theater clip night, 
because I have been going to Sidetrack 
since I was 17 years old. So whenever I’m 
home, I go to Sidetrack to watch the 
musicals, and I always go to the lakefront 
and ride around, we rent bikes and go 
everywhere. 

How did you organize a book based off 
video testimonials? 

We wanted the book to do what we 
hoped the website would do and be 
representative of the LGBT experience. 
We come from all walks of life, all races, 
all religious traditions, all classes. We 
wanted a nice representative sample, but 
we also wanted moving stories and their 
helpful insights. 

Was it difficult to choose from the over 
10,000 videos for the book? 

Absolutely. 

Over the past six months getting all 
these testimonials on bullying, has it af- 
fected the way you view your influence 
as someone who gives advice? 

Not necessarily You know what was 
funny? Just to keep me humble a few 
months after the project exploded, I was 
getting e-mails from people asking me 
if I knew about this project. “There’s an 
‘It Gets Better’ project, have you heard 
ofit?” 


What other projects are you taking on in 
the future? 

I’ve been working on a pilot for MTV, 
which would be tremendous, [but it’s] 
in the belly of the beast. Beyond that, 
I’ve been just trying to find more time 
to go snowboarding with my kid and my 
husband. Things are a little crazy right 
now [Laughs.] 

The pilot doesn’t have a name right 
now I’m not allowed to talk about it. 
That’s MTV’s [doing], they have [my 
silence about the project] under contract 
until they know what to do with it.* 

For your column, when giving advice 
on such a wide spectrum of issues with 
sexuality, how do you research your re- 
sponses? Do any topics ever stump you? 

Oh yeah, things stump me all the time. 
One of the dirty secrets of the advice biz 
is that you appear omniscient because 
you don’t print the questions you don’t 
have answers for. [Laughs.] It makes you 
look like you have all the answers. 

You’re coming with Terry, who worked 
on the book with you. 

Yeah, which will be great because all 
these years I have been going on book 
tours and he’s insisted that a book tour is 
like a vacation, and I got a vacation and 
he didn’t. He has no idea what a gruel- 
ing nightmare a book tour is, so I’m glad 
he’s coming. It was a great experience to 
work on a project with him.

ve always called the column 
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It really does 
get better 

I would be lying if I 
said growing up gay and 
black on the South Side 
was easy By age 14 , 1 
was constantly fight- 
ing— with my words 
and my fists — and I was 
afraid life would never 
get better. At one point, 

I even tried praying 
the gay away (It didn’t 
work.) 

Just a few days after I 
came out to my parents, 

I decided I wanted to 
play football — some- 
thing I hadn’t done since the seventh grade. 

I showed up to tryouts and, at first, couldn’t 
catch the ball. I was tackled, thrown, dragged, 
dirtied and bruised— all things I loathe. 

Yet after enduring that first practice, I sensed 
I had gained the respect of most of my team- 
mates, who I think honestly believed up to that 
point that a gay man could not play football. 

Eventually word got out in the league that a 
gay guy was playing football, which made me the 
target of some extra taunting and more aggres- 
sive tackles. During one game, I caught a pass 
and gained 35 yards. As I was being tackled, the 
opposing player yelled, “Get down, fag!” Before 
I could reply with my fist, something surprised 
me. I didn’t have to stand up for myself— my 
teammates were there to defend me. 

It was during that moment that I realized 
my teammates were not the same people they 
were at the beginning of the season. I learned 
that you can change the way people think, and 
people want to be accepting but sometimes they 
just don’t know how They’re scared. 

That season, my team nicknamed me 
“Bruiser.” I didn’t understand it at the time, but 
several years later, I think I finally got it. They 
thought of me as a fighter— a fighter who broke 
barriers. They saw my determination and who I 
really am. 

When I heard about the “It Gets Better” 
movement, I felt compelled to make a video 
with three of my friends and post it to YouTube. 
To our surprise — and delight— our work was 
selected to be in the new book based on the 
project by Dan Savage and Terry Miller. 

The book retells our “It Gets Better” video, 
and it does something else unique— it shows 
that African-Americans are an important part 
of this gay struggle for equality in America. 

We now have a survival guide, full of real sto- 
ries from real people overcoming their struggles 
in the real world. True “Bruisers.”
